A member of the house committee 
on un-American activities said to- 
day the group may vote 5 to 4 
against outlawing the Communist 
party, but is sure to recommend 
drastic new legal curbs on Com- 
munist maneuvering in this coun- 
try. 


The member, who withheld use 


of his name, said the nine-man 
committee may be unanimous in 
support of anti-Communist legis- 
lation short of making the whole 
party an illegal organization. 


Chairman Thomas (R-NJ) told 


reporters the results of a week of 
| hearings "will have to cr'ystalize 
' before the committee can ade- 
quately decide what it is going to 
do about outlawing the Commu- 
nist party." 


The committee made public last 


night a report which it said fur- 
nished historical proof 
running 


back to 1919 that the party in this 
country is "the agent' 'of Russia. 


Describe 92 Directives 


The report listed 92 documents 


which it called "typical directive: 
from Moscow affecting the Com- 
munist movement in the United 
States." Thomas said these were 
proof that the party is "a fifth 
column pawn of Moscow."

Easter Bonnets May Suffer From Low ' 


Awnings: Ordinance Fixes 7-foot Height 


With the spring season slowly 


approaching', it is of interest to 
note that many Easter bonnets 
which will soon make their ap- 
pearance are apt to be either soiled 
or ruined as the wearers pass 
through 
the 
business 
district. 


Both men and women wearing new 
head dress ai e subject to the same 
humiliation, due to the failure of 
the enforcement of a single city 
ordinance, which pertains to the 
height of awnings. 


Section 177 of Dixon's general 


ordinances regulates this nuisance 
in the following, paragraph: 


"All awnings now erected or 


hereafter to be erected within said 
City, shall be elevated at least 
seven feet at the lowest part 
thereof above the level of the side- 


walk and shall not project over tlio 
sidewalk to exceed <:i>;ht feel. The 
roof or covering of all such awn- 
ings shall be duck canvas ur ntlicr 
suitable cloth, and they shall be 
supported by iron bi tickets,or by 
an iron or other metallic Iramc 
work, attached firmly to the build- 
ing, so as to leave the sidewalk 
wholly unobstructed thereby. Any 
person who shall erect or main- 
tain, or cause to be erected or 
maintained any awning contrary 
to the ptovisions of this section, 
shall be subject to a fine of not 
less than five dollars nor more 
than $25 for each offense, and to 
the further fine of three dollars for 
every day such awning shall be 
maintained or to be suffered or 
permitted to exist after the first 
conviction."
